Labor’s Supreme Test at Chicago 


Capital, newly armed and equipped with the weapons of organiza- 
tion and legal process, has taken up the gauntlet of labor unionism on 
the oft contested field of industry at Chicago. 

By April 26 the strike of the teamsters against Montgomery, Ward 
& Co. of Chicago had spread to the wholesale departments of Marshall 
Field & Co., Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. and J, V. Farwell & Co., whose 
gteamsters walked out when one man from each house was discharged 
for refusing to haul goods to Montgomery, Ward & Co. Chicago was 
then on the verge of one of the greatest labor union struggles in its 
history, involving the very life of the union movement. The Employers’ 
Teaming association had begun to take the offensive and strikes 
were expected against every wholesale and retail house in the heart 
of the city. In issuing their final word to the employees the merchants 
declared their intention to summon the entire force of city and state 
if necessary to maintain their position and preserve order. The con- 
tracts for truckage were promptly turned over to an emergency organiza- 
tion known as the Employers’ Teaming Association company, thus shift- 
ing all responsibility under its-upion contract. This company had been 
organized with $1,000,000 capital, and its membership includes all the 
large mercantile interests. Only men free from union connection will be 
employed by it. 

The issuance of ‘a federal injunction April 28 by Judge Kohlsaat 
to the Employers’ Teaming company marked the beginning of a supreme 
test of strength between the opposing forces. The injunction was against 
the Teamsters’ Joint Council, restraining fts members from interfering 
with the employees of the company. About all the stables of the em- 
ployers crowds of striking teamsters gathered, and scenes of violence 
-were reported in many parts of the city. Leader Dold of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor said that every one of the 250,000 unionists in the 
city would be called out if necessary to win this strike.

Carnegie Pensions Professors.

GOOD WORK BY FIREMEN 


| Total Destruction of Old Gulliver House 
. Averted After Hard Fight. 


A bad fire was averted “by the good |. 


work of the -fire 


department Sunday 
afternoon, 


About 5.o’clock. flames were 


discovered ‘issuing from the shed. in the |. 


rear of the el: of the house at ‘193 Main 


An alarm was rung in from box 37 and 
the department responded © promptly. 
Before the second round of the alarm 
| had finished, three pieces of apparatus 
| were on the way to the fire and in less 
than five minutes from the time the 
alarm was pulled in, the first piece had 
arrived at the fire. ‘The engine was 
brought into use and was stationed at 
the corner of Salem streev. 

‘The rear of the shed was a mass of 
flames when the department arrived and 
as there was a strong west wind, there 
appeared to be little hope of saving the 
house which-is an old-fashioned three- 
story structure. ‘The firemen went to 
work with a will however, and were able 
to contine the fire to the e!l, in which 
there was a kitchen, laundry and shed. 

) When the fire had been almost ex- 
tinguished and the firemen were soak- 
ing smouldering beams, the second floor 
of the shed gave way on which were 
standing six firemen. All fell to the 
floor below, two of the men receiving 
slight injuries. It is a wonder that 
more were hot hurt as a great amount of 
burnt wood and wreckage fell on top of 
them. 

The fire was discovered by Mr. Fisher. 
IIe was reading in his portion of the 
house when he heard an unusual noise 
and looking out saw flames leaping from 
the ell windows. His shouts attracted 
the attention of persons on the street 
and the alarm was rung in. 

‘The house is owned by the trustees of 
the Theological Seminary. — It. is better 
known as the Gulliver house, having 
been occupied for many years by Prof. 
Gulliver. ‘The house was insured in two 
companies through the Merrimack Mu- 
tual for $5000. ‘There was $1000 insur- 
ance on the furniture of Mr. Fisher. So 
far as is known Mrs, Pease had no insur- 
ance on her furniture, None of the furn- 
ture was burned, and what little damage 
was done Was by moving it out hurriedly. 
Mrs. Pease was not at home when the 
fire broke out. The cause is unknown. 
The loss will probably not reach over 
$600. 

In fighting the fire it was necessary to 
run lines of hose across the street car 
tracks on Main street, delaying traftic 
somewhat.

On Monday afternoon shortly before 
six o’clock, the fire department was 
called to extinguish a brush fire of large 
proportions which was raging on the 
land of B. Frank Smith and the Boston 
& Maine 
Haggett’s pond. 

The fir®had gained great headway be- 
fore the department arrived and after a 
hard figut of three hours, the flames were 
subdued. 

In the mad rush of the fire three 
camps owned by Mr. Pierce of Lowell, 
were burned to the ground. The camps 
were one story and a half structures and 
were worth with their contents about 
$800. Besides this three Jarge piles of 
new sleepers recently placed along the 
track by the employees of, the Boston & 
Maine were entirely destroyed. The 
firemen succeeded in’ saving the fine 
summer home of Selectman B. Frank 
Smith after a hard fight. 

‘The gate tender at the railroad cross- 
ing claims that the “Sre-started from a 
spark from a passing locomotive. 

On Tuesday morning the department 
responded to a call from the electric 
light station and extinguished a blaze in 
the woods near there.

MRs. SERENO T. ABBOTT, 


Andover loses one of its oldest, best 
kndwn, aud most. esteemed residents in 
the somewhat sudaen death of Mrs. 
Abbott. Although very, slowly failing 
in strength for several weeks, it is but a 
little time since she attended church, 
ahd took one of lier accustomed trips of 
the trolley cars. She had been confined 
room only two or three days, 
made the usual entry in her diary on 
‘Tnesday, sat by her window on ‘Thurs- 
day, and quietly passed away on Friday 
evening, April 28, without apparent di- 
sease or suffering. She had attained the 
good old age of eighty-four years, eleven 
months, aud three days. 

Although vet a native of the town, 
she was notably identified with it by 
nearly fifty years of residence and by 
the associations of an honored ancestry, 
Sarah French Abbott was the daughter 
of Rev. Jonathan Freneh, D. D., and 
Rebecca Farrar. ‘The mother was sister 
of Samuel Farrar, Esq., for so many 
years the treasurer of Vhillips Academy 
aid the Theological Seminary, as also 
the first president of ‘ Andover bank, 
trustee of Abbot Academy, etc., a very 
in the educational his- 
tory of Andover in the first balf of the 
The Farrars were of Lin- 
Judge Samuel 
Hoar, father of the late Senator Hoar. 
The father was son of Rev. Jonathan 
French, so well known in early Andover 
history as the second pastor of the 
South Church and as the teaclier of min- 
isters—by a Phillips Academy endow- 
ment—in his family, before the founda-

One 
of these young ministers, Samuel

French’s daughter Abigail, and one of 
their sons was President Stearns of Am- 
herst. College, Mrs. Abbott's cousin and 
the grandfather of Principal Stearns of 
Phillips Academy. Abigail Richards 
French was a liveal descendant of John 
Alden, of Mayflower memory, a descent 
of which Mrs. Abbott was justly proud; 
two or three years ago she read a paper 
before the Alden reunion at Duxbury. 
So much for these ancestral traditions, 
which mean so much in an old mother- 
town like Andover and so much too in 
the development of a strong character. 
Mrs. Abbott was born in North Hamp- 
top, N. H., May 1820, a year and a 
day after the advent of Queen Victoria,

returning home to marry, August 15, 
1839, Rev. Sereno IT.

Church,” so called, between Seabrook 
and Hampton Falls, N. H., from 1836 
till his death in 1855, where Mrs. Abbott 
was a most efficient helper in the varied 
duties of a country parish. 

In 1858 she removed with her seven 
young children to Andover Hill, living 
with her uncle, Squire Farrar, in his old 
homestead on the site of the present 
Archaeoiogical building. After his death 
in 1864, she made the house a home both 
for Phillips boys, and a boarding. house 
for Seminary students. This service Was 
a remarkable one and continued- for 
forty. years, for when she removed to 
her late residence, at the corner ef Main 
and Morton streets, about 1883, she still 
had rooms far the boys,” dhly giving 
up the care One year ago. The number 
she thus sheltered year after year. under 
her roof would be counted by hundreds, 
and many “theologues” and “Phillips 
boys,’ *scattered over the land and world, 
will reeall with gratitude her kind care 
and wise counsel. 

Mrs. Abbott's was a *sturdy character 
of the Puritan type—resolute purpose, 
strong mind, untiring zeal.

Charges Against Secretary Loomis. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald on April 26 made it 
known that Herbert W. Bowen, Ameri- 
can minister to Venezuela, had submit- 
ted formal charges reflecting on the 
official character of Francis B. Loomis, 
assistant secretary of state. The 
charges were that while he was minis- 
ter to Venezuela Mr. Loomis obtained 
large official rewards from the asphalt 
trust and that 
President Castro 
held in his pos- 
session a check 
from the New 
York and Ber- 
mudez Asphalt 
company which 
Loomis had cash- 
‘ed; also that Mr. 
Loomis had cer- 
tain fees for us- 
ing his influence 
y to colleet claims 
against the Ven- 
ezuelan govern- 
ment, 

Secretary Taft called on Mr, Loomis 
to make complete answer to Bowen's 
charges. Tl‘s Mr. Loomis proceeded to 
do and gave to the press a categorical 
denial of each and every charge. 

It was reported the same day that 
Mr. Bowen was to be transferred to 
another post and that he would be suc- 
ceeded by Irving W. Dudley of Cali- 
fornia, now minister to Peru. The offi- 
cials of the Asphalt company have de- 
nied any improper relations with Mr. 
Loomis in Venezuela and confirmed his 
explanation that the check for $10,000 
was given in return for a like amount 
in Venezuelan money from Mr. Loomis, 
the latter wishing to get American 
money prior to returning to the United 
States.

Knives on Bell Buoys. 

Thg department of commerce and 
labor has authorized the use of a new 
type of bell buoy to mark the channel 
into New York harbor, It has a 
set of sharp teeth or knives above its 
water line, the object of which is to 
cut the long tow lines of tugboats 
which otherwise would move the mark- 
ers out of place. For a long time har- 
bor navigation has been menaced, by 
the carelessness of. tugboats in foul- 
ing the buoys.

President Roosevelt's Return. 

Word was received at Washington 
April 27 that President Roosevelt had 
changed his plas so as to return from 
his vacation a week earlier than in- 
tended. This will require him to be- 
gin his homeward journey May 8 and 
will necessitate a change of the dates 
of his receptions at Denver and Chi- 
cago. The president expects to go to 
his summer home about the middle of 
June. Mr. Roosevelt has three bears’ 
pelts to his credit during the present 
trip. 

The country where the president’s 
party is now hunting in Colorado, to the 
extent of 1,605,700 acres, has been set 
aside as a forest preserve by order of 


the general land office issued April 27. 


More Railroad Rate Testimony. 

The senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee has continued its hearings at 
Washington on the proposed regula- 
tion of railroad rates. The statistics 
of the interstate conimerce commission 
were attacked by W, G. Hines, former 
vice president of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. Ile declared that 
the average of freight rates instead of 
being increased during 1904 were 
greatly decreased. Mr. Hines thought 
that the present law was ample to pre 
vent unjust discrimination, as the dif- 
ferentials were the outcame of intense 
competition. A government mileage 
basis would simply destroy the com- 
petition between ports, “as the traffic 
would be centralized at the port with 
the shortest mileage.” 


Woman Suffrage Beaten. 

In the New York senate April 26 by 
a vote of 26 to 11 the bill permitting 
women taxpayers to vote in cities of 
the third defeated on the 
ground that it woulu be an entering 
wedge toward complete woman suf- 
frage.

Turkey Leases Tripoli. 

The Turkish province of Tripoli, in 
Africa, has been leased to a French 
company for ninety-nine years on the 
condition that certain improvements 
in the port be made in return for im- 
port and export duties. This would 


be apparently in violation of the Fran- 
co-Italian rapprochement of 1902, when 
Italy was given a free hand in its re- 
lations with Tripoli. 


Hide and Seek In China Sea. 

Another week of supreme suspense 
passed for Russia and Japan while 
their respective fleets under Rojestven- 
sky and Togo played at hide and seek 
between the French coast of the China 
sea and the island of Formosa. On the 
evening of April 26 the Russian fleet, 
provisioned and coaled, sailed due east 
from Kamranh bay, ostensibly to take 
the ocean route for Vladivostok. The 
same day the third division, under Ne- 
bogatoff, was passing through the Ma- 
laccan strait. 


To Rebuild Russian Navy. 

St. Petersburg dispatches say that 
Charles M. Schwab of the Bethlehem 
Steel works is in conference with the 
high ofticials of the Russian navy re- 
garding a contract for rebuilding a 
section of the .czar’s war shattered 
navy. 


Sewing Bees In Chinese Court. 

An American sewing machine was 
presented recently to the dowager em- 
press of China, and it is said that she 
was so pleased with it that she ordered 
one for every lady at the court and 
was to have regular sewing bees in the 
palace to which the daughters of all 
the high officials were to be invited. 


When the Kaiser Travels. 

When the German emperor reached 
Naples, Italy, April 27, and was told of 
the worldwide discussion of his Mo- 
roccan visit, he felicitously remarked, 
“The whole world i3 in trouble when I 
travel.” 


Germany Wants New Treaty. 

The German government has formal- 
ly notified the American government 
that the tariff agreement between the 
two countries will terminate March 1, 
1906, the same day on which the reci- 
procity treaties which were recently 
signed between Germany and several 
other European states goes into effect. 
Nevertheless negotiations for a new 
treaty with the United States will be 
taken up. This termination of the 
modus vivendi by Germany {fs in re- 
sponse to public opinion and is presum- 
ed to anticipate the demand for cer- 
tain tariff concessions upon her manu- 
factured goods -in return for the low 
duties upon American cotton, grain and 
foodstuffs. 


Germany’s Tariff Notice. 

The German government has notified 
the administration at Washington that 
the present tariff agreement will end 
when Germany’s new treaties with oth- 
er European states go into effect. While 
Germany politely offers to negotiate a 
hew. treaty, the prospect of.a German- 
American tariff war is bright.

BOSTON, May 4—The great legisla- 
tive battle of the session of 1905 seems 
tu have been decisivedy settled in the 
committee room. The committee on 
public lighting, after having been in 
executive session for about two weeks, 


reported a bill Wednesday which is sat 
istactory alike to the Consolidated gas 
company and the opposition as repre- 
vented by the Public franchise league 
and the state board of trade. ; 

Consequently, it is not believed that 
there will be any contest in the legis 
lature. It is confidently predicted thut 
the bill and the resolve reported by the 
committee will go through the two 
branches without meeting a _ serious 
«bstacle, and that they will be signed 
by the governor. 

In substance the bill fixes the capital 
stock of the consolidated company at 
the present value of the stock of the 
constituent companies, plus the debt, 
which shal] amount tn the aggregate 
to. $15,124,600, but-no-more. The floatiug 
debt shall never be capitalized, The 
consolidated company shall agree to 
sell gas to consumers for 90 cents per 
1000 feet within a year from Aug. 1, 
1905, 

The contest in the committee has 
been long drawn out.
